Jackson.—You are describing what seems an incu- 
rable evil. Surety there must be some remedy for 
this state of things? 

Smith.—Of course there is; but time is required to 
digest and point what shall be the proper remedy. In 
the meanwhile, viewing the destitute with compassion 
for their poverty and misfortunes, it is the duty of the 
more fortunate classes to relieve them by every means 
in their power; and the wish to do so is amply testified 
in the establishment of hospitals, infirmaries, charitable 
institutions, and poor laws. Jam not without hopes, 
also, that education—that is, a more perfect fitting of 
the poorer classes for the difficulties they have to en- 
counter—would considerably assuage the evil; but this 
must be a matter of time and consideration. Passing 
therefore from the condition ot the actually pauperised 
classes, let us turn to the state and prospects of the 
working-man. I would divide plans for his improve- 
mentin circumstances into two kinds—1l. Those which 
he may carry out himself; and, 2. Those which may 
be executed by the state. ?

In the dull routine of busines: here one would be-

| Was no mean instrument in bringing about. This act 
| of aggression roused the mechanics’ of the city to some- 


thing like action. A meeiing was called to take into 
consideration the subject, and Mr. Walsh solicited to 

address the meeting. The committee who waited upon 
him assured him it was the unanimous wish of the me- 
chanics’ of the city that he should address them. The 

answer was characteristic of the man. Without wait- 
ing to consider whether it would advance his popularity, 

whether it would accord with his diguity as a legisla- 
tor, as many would have done, and without any prelimi- 

nary excuses and objections which characterize the 

demagogue, he replied in these words: ‘‘ J will; you! 
may rely on me, gentlemen.”’ 

Did space permit I could give a synopsis of his 
speechas it is, I shall only mentiona few of the heads 
of his speech. When he appeared upon the steps of the 
City Hall, in which the meeting was held, such a shout 
rent the air as never before ascended from that spot, 


and then three as hearty cheers went up as ever came 


from the throats of congregated men. The meeting 
was large, and the address of Mr. Walsh roused the au- 
dience to enthusiasm, such as was never equalled in 
this quiet Dutch burgh. 

He commenced by alluding to the disgraceful act of 


‘the Common Council by which convicts were employ- 


ed at mechanical labor, mentioned mechanics’ as _ the 
authors of every revolution, and told them they pro- 
fited less by them than any other class ; the cause was 


their criminal negligence in allowing others to reap 


the fruit of their sweat and toil. He did not flatter 
and fawn to his audience, but told them plain home 
truths ; truths, that were felt, as many a “that’s truth!” 
‘that’s a fact!’ coming from the ‘* huge paws’’ around 
me testified. He showed up the vagrant act by which 
inducements to steal were held out, as under it an hon-. 
est man was considered no betterthan a felon. He al- 
so demonstrated clearly the fact that every mechanic, 
for every day he was out of employment in consequence 
of convicts being employed in mechanical labor, paid

In every age and country where learning has prevail- 
ed, the mathematical science have been esteemed as 
forming an extensive and valuable part of human know- 
ledge. Their influence on the mind, independent of 
their practical utility in life, is alone sufficient to place 
them ona level with other studies. They accustom 
the mind to attention. In the pursuit of this study, we 
are delighted with a succession of connected truths, 
which are evident when we understand the reasoning, 
but which do not appear at first sight to depend oneach 
other. The pursuit of truth, gratifies a faculty implant- 
ed in us, as much as tue pleasing of our senses; and 
the pleasure which we by that means derive, is free 
from the regret, the turpitude, and the intemperance 
which often attend sensual pleasures. When any one 
has felt pleasure, he will naturally wish for a repetition 
of it; but this he cannot have, unless he understands 
the reasoning by which any thing is shown to be true; 
and as mathematical truths are not obvious, he will be 
incited to study the reasoning by which any conclusion 
is aimed at. Attention is requisite for this purpose; | 
anl by endeavoring to attend closely to one object, a | 
habit of attention will soon be established. 

By mathematical knowledge we acquire a habit of 
clear, demonstrative, and methodical reasoning. Ifwe 
look into controversial writing, hear verbal disputes, 
or examine the foundations of many ingenious systems, 
we shall be surprised at what superficial reasonings 
satisfy the greater part of mankind.

From a few simple axioms and self-evident princi- 
ples, we proceed gradually to the most general propo- 
sitions, and remote analogies; deducing one from those 
already known, in a chain of reasoning infallibly con- 
nected, and logically pursued; and truth agreeably 
forces itself upon the mind, in the full tide of irresisti- 
ble conviction. 

By an attachment to these studies, we acquire an e]- 
evation of thought which fixes the mind and prepares it 
for other pursuits; we follow with pleasure the same 
closeness of argument in other researches; and if we 
find a want of this accuracy, our mind, accustomed to 
the contemplation of truth undisguised, revolts indig- 
nant from the merely probable, the false or erroneous 
assertion, and reason disdains to assent to the sophisti 
cated tale. 

It is true, indeed, that in most other subjects, the 
same strictness of reasoning is impracticable, because 
their principles do not admit of the same degree of evi 
dence; but still it is imitable in a certain degree. For 
proof of this we need net only appeal.te those works, the 
authors.of which. were mathematically inclined. Of 
these we shall only. notice Smith’s Wealth of Nations, 
Ried’s Essays.on the Powers of Man, and the writings 
of Dr. Beattie. 

What has been said may, recommend mathematics, 
as a useful exercise to the mind; the exercise of our 
mental powers is as necessary for giving a vigorous 
constitution of mind, as bodily exercise is for procur- 
ing health and strength to our frame. But it is not 
merely in a speculative view that the study of mathe- 
matics is advantageous; its application to other scien- 
ces and the arts, have given rise te many inventions, 
which are useful in every department of life.
